In Search of Meaning 
Years back, as I stood in the backyard at home, thoughts unusual 


for a ten-year old started off in my head. 


When children are born, they grow. Then they go to school. 
They study till they are done with that. They get jobs, just like 
daddy and mummy. In due course they produce kids. Further 
along the way they become grandparents. Then they get older. 
Finally, they die ...... and that’s the end of them! It doesn't make 
sense! What's the point in mere existence? Why go through life, 
with all its troubles, if at the end you just die and are no more? 


I got back to my usual thoughts. Years later, | ran into Ecclesiastes 
3:11 in the Contemporary English Bible: "God puts questions in 
our minds about the past and the future." Something clicked, and I 
connected the dots of that earlier experience. Ah! That had been 
God then, nudging me to interrogate the purpose and destiny of life! 

When spiritual experiences are interpreted in the light of 
Scripture, it becomes evident that the Bible is a living book indeed. 

King Solomon 

At a certain time in his life, Solomon expressed deep frustration. 
“Everything is meaningless! Utterly meaningless!” (Eccl 1:2). The 
richest man was sad because we're purpose-driven creatures. We 
can't be happy unless we affix meaning to things, to life, or activity. 
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The absence of meaning is the mother of evils such as suicide, 
drug abuse, depression, etc. But as the story above shows, the search 
for meaning is incomplete or futile, without the Word of God. Full 
comprehension comes with Scripture, for "the way of man is not in 
himself; it is not in man that walks to direct his steps" (Jer 10:23). 
For example, the first book of the Bible clues us in on why 


some things are as they are, and why they must stay a certain way. 


In the Beginning 


Genesis gives us an account of the origin of all the basic entities of 
life and the universe. The word, genesis, means: origin, source, 
generation, beginning. Now, all things derive their meaning from 


their origin. Genesis sets the foundation for the rest of the Bible, 


for the Christian worldview, for all doctrine, and for all things. 


In Search of Meaning 
It's from Genesis that we know the ORIGIN of: space, matter, 
and time; the earth; water; light; plants; the sun, moon, and stars; 
planets and galaxies; living creatures; man; man’s dominion over the 
creation; why man has to work hard; woman; marriage; the family; 
evil, sin, and death; clothing; man’s need for a Savior; the sacrificial 
system; thorns; languages; government; tribes, nations, and various 
cultures; the chosen people, etc. Let's look at a few in more detail. 
Marriage. Marriage wasn’t invented by man. God created marriage 
when he created the first man and woman: “Therefore, a man shall 
leave his father and his mother and hold fast to his wife, and they 
shall become one flesh” (Genesis 2:24-25). Marriage is between 
one man and one woman. And there are only two genders, for “he 
created them male and female” (Gen 1:26). What a strange world 
we live in now, that we should even have to state the obvious! 
The Gospel. ‘To make the gospel clear, you need to explain where 
man came from, why we are accountable to God, what sin is, why 
we die, why we need a Savior, and why Christ died and rose again. 
To do so you need the foundational history in Genesis. St. Paul 
goes back to Adam and the Fall, to explain the gospel, saying, “sin 
came into the into the world through one man, and death through 
sin, and so death spread to all men because all sinned” (Rom 5:12). 
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The Death Penalty. Genesis 9:6 says, “Whoever sheds man’s blood, 
by man shall his blood be shed, for in the image of God has God 


made man.” This is the basis for capital punishment. 


The Dominion of Man. The picture below is of a glass bridge in 
China. God made man in his “image” and made him master of 
creation (Gen 1:26). The Hebrew word se/em is translated “image.” 
Selem means ‘idol,’ thus “proxy, representative, ambassador.” It was 
as God’s proxy that man would lord over creation. Or else, you and 


I could have been the attractions chimps come to look at in the zoo. 
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We see the genius of the Bible in the search for meaning. But we 


also see it in further expressions, for example, in the matter of evil.

Evil 

When certain men refused biblical heaven, they traded it for 
their own fantastical visions of "heaven" on earth. But when the 
refuseniks put brick to vision, the devil being in the details, all 
we got was “hell” on earth; mass famines, mass murder, gulags. 
Heaven without God was nice theory and terrible practice. 

Evil is man’s fallen nature in vivid color, and a piercing 


witness to truth. The examples abound. Here’s a shot or two. 


Paradise of the Aryans 


The Nazis saw the Germans, the Aryans, as the "master race." 
They believed that “might is right,” and in Darwin’s “survival of 
the fittest.”’ Therefore, grabbing from “inferior races” was right! 

The Nazis felt they'd risen above "slavish" Judeo-Christian 
values. Hitler hated Judaism and Christianity.” World War II 
arose from the master race’s drive for Lebensraum (living space).° 

The struggle for Lebensraum required a land grab from the 
"unfit" races. In rejecting Yahweh, the Nazis became "Gods." 


And if you are "God" you get to make your own rules. So they 
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eliminated and enslaved the weak, the feeble, the Jews, the 
Slavs, and other “degenerates” unsuited to the Aryanic Paradise. 

This is the reason for the Holocaust, concentration camps, 


poison-gas chambers, and 60 million dead in World War II.’

Communist Heaven = Gulags and Genocide 


What on earth was Karl Marx smoking when he came up with 
his ideology? Whatever it was, it can’t have been nice. Marxism 
produced a bunch of crackpot radicals, who terrorized and 
slaughtered millions of their countrymen, in the race to Utopia. 

A “perfect society” built by rejecting God, individual 
ownership of property, liberty, etc. is the end-goal of Marxism. 

Marxism thrives on terror, strife, and envy. It pushes for 
violence and struggle against "oppressors" and “enemies of the 


people” — typically, the rich, the capitalists, and the “privileged.” 
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Karl Marx, 1818-1883 Konstantin Bokan, 22, shortly after dying from 
Father of Marxism/Socialism/ malnutrition. He was a victim of the 1932-33 
Communism Ukraine famine, Holodomor (killing by hunger). 


The people that the Marxists fear or don’t like, such as political, 
religious, or ideological opponents — these are easily labeled 
“oppressors. In “struggling for the oppressed” Marxist radicals 
are often just making a grab for power and wealth. Their quest 
for “an equal society” only serves as a convenient pretext. 

In the 20th century alone, Marxist regimes killed nearly 
100 million people, in peacetime! The likes of Lenin, Stalin, 
Mao, and Pol Pot, oversaw this carnage.’ Many people died in 
forced labor camps — known as gu/ags in Russia. 

But the lessons of the past have not been learnt, for we 
now see Marxist ideas increasingly take root in the West! The

We all need help, for “the heart is hopelessly dark 
and deceitful, a puzzle that no one can figure out. But I, God, 
search the heart and examine the mind. I get to the heart of the 
human. I get to the root of things. I treat them as they really 


are, not as they pretend to be” (Jer 17:9-10 Message Bible). 
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3 
All the Tribes Knew One Language 


If all people everywhere came from Noah's three sons and their 
wives, there should be accounts and stories from near and far on 
Noah, on Creation, the global Flood, the origin of nations, and on 
related events. Indeed, there are hundreds of legends on these 
events from nations and people groups world over. The motifs, the 
recurring themes in these stories, echo what we see in Genesis. 

The Merriam-Webster Dictionary defines a legend as "a story 
coming down from the past, especially one regarded as historical, 
although not verifiable." ‘This leaves room for the possibility that a 
legend may be based on a historical reality, on real events. 

A legend may contain facts. Legends typically mix both facts 
and fabrications. This is to be expected when you consider the flaws 
in human nature, the limited writing, or no writing at all in the past, 
and the mistakes that may abound with word of mouth narration. 
So distortions to the original stories were inevitable. 

In spite of the flaws in transmission, many truths survived! 
When we compare the Bible with multiple cultural legends, similar 
themes show up, because all people share a common springboard 


(Gen 3:20; 11:1-8). These stories are more than mere stories. 
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These legends strengthen the case for Christianity. They show 
that other cultures knew the truth of these events, but their stories 
have been altered from the perfect version (the biblical) over time. 


Here are the biblical motifs in the legends on the various events. 


Creation 


1. Two progenitors. Echoing Genesis 1, creation stories posit two 
people — a man and a woman, as ancestors of the tribe. The Gishu 
of Uganda attribute their ancestry to Mundu and his wife, Sera. In 
the creation legend of the Kikuyu of Kenya, the Creator, Ngai, 


made the first man, Gikuyu, and the first woman, Mumbi. 


2. Supernatural Creation. In most creation tales, a supernatural 
being does the creating of animals, mankind, and the world. 

3. From soil. A Bolivian legend says, "Dobitt created mankind to 
live in the world. He made images out of clay and gave them life." 

4. Peace. The Lenape Tribe in Delaware tells that "all creatures were 
friendly with one another" in the beginning. “God saw everything 
that he had made, and behold, it was very good” (Gen 1:31). 
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5. Farmer/Vegetarian. A legend of the Lozi people of Zambia says 
the creator god, Nyambi, gave the first man, Kamonu, "a place to 
plant and grow things," to calm him and to stop him from killing 
animals. Fle had made a spear and began hunting. Man's first work 


was agricultural; his first diet, vegetarian. Shades of Genesis 1-2. 


The Flood 
Almost all flood legends state that the flood was global. Most 


legends also mention that some kind of floating device was used by 
the survivors; a boat, a canoe, or a raft. Below are other motifs. 

1. Few survivors. As in Genesis, almost all flood legends feature 
few survivors. [he Toltec people of Mexico had a legend where in 
the original creation lasted 1716 years, and was destroyed by a 
flood, and only one family survived. 

2. A Hero. Several flood legends from far-flung areas present a 
heroic figure, much like Noah, set in the lead role, in the events 
about the flood. In some, his name is even similar to Noah! In a 
Hawaiian flood story, the world became a wicked, terrible place 
long after the death of the first man. Only one good man, Nu-u, 
was left. In a Chinese flood story, Fuhi, is the hero. He survived a 


deluge with his wife, his three sons, and his three daughters. 
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3. Survivors worship. [his legend comes from Hawaii. “Nu-u built 
a large boat to save his family from a flood. When the boat landed 
on Mauna Kea, he offered pig and coconut to thank the moon ....” 
4. Giants destroyed. A legend from the American Plains echoes 
Genesis 6: “Giants on the earth angered their Creator, Ti-ra-wa, 
so he drowned them in a flood.” 

5. Animals preserved. An Akkadian legend shows it, saying, “The 
kind goddess Ea told Unapishtim to build a cube-shaped ark to save 
his family and animals from the worldwide flood.” 

Splitting Language, Scattering Nations 

For almost 2000 years, all people spoke one language. Sometime 
after the Flood, Noah's descendants moved to the plain of Shinar 


(Gen 11:1-4). This is present day Iraq. They began building a city 
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Since they had become dad boys, God scattered the rebels from 
Babel. The separation of Noah’s offspring by language was the first 
catalyst in the formation of the various people groups (Gen 10:32). 


In time, each nation developed its own culture. 


1. Divine dispersal. The motif of a supernatural being (or several) 
enforcing the division is very common in the legends that present 
the scattering of ancient people who were at one time together. 


This legend comes from the Mikir people of North East India: 


"Higher and higher the building rose, till at least the gods and 
demons feared, lest these giants should make themselves masters of 
heaven, as they already were of the earth. So they confused their 
speech, and scattered them to the four corners of the world. This is 


how all the various tongues of mankind came about." 
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2. Original tongue muddled, new tongues erupt, people scatter. A 


legend of the Samia people of East Africa says, "In the olden times, 
all the tribes knew one language. But during a severe famine, the 
people went mad, wandering in all directions, jabbering strange 
words, and so the different languages arose." 

3. Interrupted building project. Numerous legends on the dispersal 
of nations feature a building project abandoned before completion. 
This story comes from the Gaikho of South East Asia."In the days 
of Pandan-man, the people decided to build a pagoda that should 
reach to heaven. When the pagoda was halfway up to heaven, God 
came and muddled their language so that one person could not 


understand the other, so the people scattered." 
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4 
Echoes of Genesis in China 


From the biblical standpoint, all cultures, nations, and languages 
began with the dispersal at Babel. About 1920 BC, Abraham went 
to Egypt, and found a functioning state, with a king (Gen 12:15). 
Since the world dispersed from the Babel-Mesopotamia region, 
Babylon probably started even before Egypt. It's likely that the 
Chinese civilization took off about the same time. 

The first Chinese settlers still had a fresh memory of man's 
origins — from Creation Week to the dispersal at Babel. Many of 
the picture-symbol characters in the ancient Chinese language 


retain memories of historic events in Genesis 1-11. 


“Confusion” .... is a combination of the symbols for “tongue” and 
for “a right leg striking out to walk.” Interestingly, the Chinese 
character for confusion also signifies “rebellion.”

As Genesis shows, the tongue was confused when God altered 


the language of the rebels. Since their tongues were speaking new 


languages, all that was left to do was to walk to diverse, new places. 
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As Moses renders it, “Uherefore its name was called Babel, because 
there, the Lord confused the language of all the earth, and from 
there, the Lord scattered them abroad, over the face of all the earth” 


(Genesis 11:9). 


“First” ..... is a combination of the symbols for “two” and “person.” 
As Genesis shows the first people on earth were two, Adam and his 
wife. Jesus speaks about it: “Have you not read that he who made 
them at the beginning, made them male and female, and said, ‘For 
this cause shall a man leave his father and mother, and shall cleave 


to his wife, and the two shall be one flesh” (Matt 19:4-5).

“A Boat” ..... is a combination of the symbols for “vessel,” eight, 
and “mouth/person.” 1 Peter 3:20 says, “God waited patiently while 
Noah was building his boat. Only eight people were saved in that 
terrible flood.”

“Garden” ..... Iwo separate words in the Chinese language 
represent different aspects of the garden of Eden. In the first image, 


tian, we see the four river heads Moses spoke of (Gen 2:10-14). 
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The second image for garden is yuan. Genesis 2:7 reveals that God 
made man of the dust of the ground, and breathed into his nostrils, 
the breath of life. Genesis 2:8 says God put the man he created into 
the garden enclosure. And he took a rib from the man's side, and 
with it, made woman (Gen 2:21-22). 

All of these aspects are found in yuan. In the lower portion, 
notice the second person coming out from the side of the first! 
Where Adam and Eve lived, how each was created, all these things 


are encapsulated in this image for garden. Amazing.

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Abraham and Sons 
Today it’s trendy to bash western civilization, but some of its critics 
would probably be eating human flesh by now, if westerners hadn’t 
met, or colonized, or influenced their cannibal ancestors. 

Because of its Judeo-Christian roots, western civilization has 
blessed the world the most, for this is what Yahweh God promised 
Abraham. He told him that all the families and nations of the earth 
would be blessed through him and his seed (Gen 12:3; 22:18). 

Through Abraham’s seed: Jesus Christ, Christians, and Jews; 
concepts such as freedom, liberal government, education, science, 


human dignity, capitalism, free markets, have come to the world. 


Science and Education 
Schools, universities, science and technology, were began by monks 
and priests in the medieval era (~500-1500 AD). Some historians 
incorrectly refer to this period as the Dark Ages, but it was a period 
of great progress. The seeds that birthed western civilization were 
sown during this time. It wasn’t a dark age as is often touted. 
Christian commitment to progress stimulated the invention, 


the search, and the adoption of new technology in the Middle Ages. 
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Why did science arise in 
Christian Europe, but not 
elsewhere? Because Chris- 
tian theology aligns with 
the quest for answers. [his 


facilitates scientific search 


and research. 


Christ Church, Oxford University 


Christ ordered his followers to go “teach all nations” (Matt 28:19). 
God urged Israel to come reason with him (Is 1:18). He told them 
to bring out their “strong reasons” (Is 41:21). 

Where other belief systems have inbuilt strictures to reason 
and free inquiry, the Bible freed Christians to go after science. The 
church founded the "university" to pursue knowledge. ‘The first two 
universities started in Paris and Bologna in the middle of the 12th 
century. Oxford and Cambridge were founded about 1200. It was 


in universities that modern science was born. 


Capitalism and Private Property 
The initial forms of capitalism emerged when commercial activities 
took off on the monastic estates. Theologians defended the concept 
of private property, and the pursuit of profit and interest. ‘This is 
what validated the basic elements of capitalism and free enterprise. 
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New Technologies 

During the so-called Dark Ages, economies that were increasingly 
reliant on non-human power emerged. Water run mills to grind 
grain were invented, as were dams. Medieval Europeans also used 
the wind to pump water from wetlands and reclaim them for 
cultivation. This made for expanded agricultural production. 

Medieval Europeans also invented iron shoes and better 
harnesses for horses. Horse health improved, and horses were then 
able to pull greater loads. ‘Transportation and ploughing improved. 
Medieval Europeans also mechanized cloth making. 

The invention of chimneys made medieval homes better and 
healthier than Roman houses, which did not keep out smoke. 

Medieval Europeans invented clocks and eyeglasses. This 
improved the scheduling and coordination of activities. It also 
improved skilling in various endeavors. These things contributed 


greatly to the economic and industrial transformation of Europe. 


Political, Civic Freedom 
Christian theology provided the spiritual and intellectual basis for 
liberty and political freedom. ‘Today we take liberty for granted, but 


throughout most of human history, it has been the exception rather

than the rule. Even to present day, oppression and suppression 
endure. The caste system in India is a notable example. And some 
socio-religious systems even support child marriage! 

Western democracy owes its essential intellectual origins to 
Christian ideals. Jesus associated with the weak, the stigmatized, the 
outcasts, and suchlike. He defended the down and out, he healed 
them, and he touched them. St Paul said, "There is neither Jew nor 
Greek, there is neither bond nor free, there is neither male nor 
female: for you are all one in Christ Jesus ' It is from foundations 
such as these, that the advocacy for equality was birthed. 

The right of individuals to own property is enshrined in the 
Ten Commandments: "You shall not steal," "You shall not covet 
your neighbor's house, ox, or ass, or anything that is your neighbor's 
(Ex 20:15,17). In places where the state scorns the right to private 
property, innovation and business suffer, and investors flee. ‘This is 


why capitalism thrives in politically liberal states. 
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King John of England is forced to sign the Magna Carta 


by barons and church leaders, at Runnymede, in 1215 
The Magna Carta Libertatum (Great Charter of Freedoms) was 
created to emphasize certain God-given rights, among which was: 
owning and inheriting property, protection from excessive taxes, 
and the freedom of the church from government interference. Its 
central tenet was that no one, however high, was above the law. 
The Dignity of Man 

Christianity was birthed in pagan Greco-Roman society, which had 
a low value for life and morals. The early Christians in accordance 
with their conversion developed an exalted view of human life. 

They believed that man, being made in the image of God, was 
the crown of God's creation. Though he had been stained by sin, 
they were agreed with the Psalmist, who exclaims: "What is man, 


that you are mindful of him? and the son of man, that you visit him? 
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visit him? For you have made him a little lower than the heavenly 

beings, and have crowned him with glory and honor." (Ps 8:5). 
Moreover, Christians realized that God so prized human life, 

that he became a man through Jesus Christ. So unlike the Greco- 

Roman pagans, Christians held that human life was not cheap. It 

was rather to be honored and protected, regardless of its form, age, 


or ability. In this way, they defied the many evils afflicting man.

The Colosseum in Rome, built 70-72 AD. It hosted events such as gladiator games. 


It’s Christianity that dismantled slavery—tirst in Europe, then 
in the Americas, and finally, in many other parts of the world. 

It was Christianity that ended Rome's gladiator games. ‘These 
were fights unto death as the pagans cheered. ‘The gladiators, often 
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slaves or prisoners, were considered worthless. Christians boycotted 
this cruel sport, and spoke against it. In time, it died out. 

Infanticide was common among the Greeks and Romans. 
Girls, the deformed, and the weak were vulnerable. But Christians 
called it out. "Murder!" they said. They attacked child abandon- 
ment. They adopted castaways and created the “orphanage.” In 
time, infanticide and child abandonment were outlawed in Europe. 

This moral elevation got to other parts of the world. Rev Billy 
Falling, a minister and author, said: "As a Native American, I thank 
God for the Europeans that brought us the Gospel and Western 
Civilization. Native Americans were just as pagan as the rest of the 
world.” ' He says his forebears practiced all the sins done by the rest 
of the world; cannibalism, devil worship, slavery, and polygamy. 

We could go on and on, example after example. The crux of 
the matter is that Christianity—starting in Europe-eliminated or 
greatly reduced one evil practice after another. 

Joseph 

The dominant personality in the latter part of Genesis is Joseph, a 
son of Israel, the grandson of Abraham. Joseph became governor of 
Egypt, and saved that nation, and adjacent nations from a severe 


famine. Ever since then Jewish people have been blessing the world. 
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Pioneers and a Start Up Nation 


Modern Israel is nicknamed "Start Up Nation" for its many 
technology startups. [hese enterprises have provided the world 
with innovations and solutions in fields such as; security, medical, 
water, energy, agriculture, etc. 

Netafim pioneered drip irrigation technology in the 1960s, 
using as little water as possible to grow crops in dry lands. Crop 
yields increased, and the technology spread around the globe. 

Medical advances include oral insulation pills (in place of 
painful injections) for diabetics. Eyedrops that can replace glasses 
and contact lenses have also been developed. 


LifeWard produces a device (Re Walk Personal Exoskeleton) 


that enables people with spinal cord injuries to get up and move.

Ignaz P Semmelweis, a Hungarian Jew discerned the importance 


of hand washing for medical practitioners. He showed that the use

of disinfectants reduced the occurrence of childbed fever; which 
attacks the uterine tract of new mothers, or women that’ve aborted. 

Semmelweis suspected that physicians transferred germs from 
cadavers to the living. He then had them wash hands in a chloride 
solution before attending to patients. The mortality rate dropped. 

The importance of this simple hygiene was unknown to the 
doctors of the day, a long time after Moses appointed the washing 
of the body! In Jewish religion; washing and water, were associated 
with life, cleanness, and purification (Ex 30:21; Lev 15:5-8; 22:6). 

Emil J Freireich was the son of Jewish immigrants to America. 
He was a hematologist, oncologist, and cancer biologist. He's a 
pioneer in the treatment of cancer and the use of chemotherapy. 
He's often called the father of modern leukemia therapy. 

When he started out on the battle against leukemia, 90% of 
the children in the hospital would be dead in 6 weeks. He and his 
colleagues developed the method of combination chemotherapy. 
And now the current cure rate for leukemia is more than 90%. 

TA Count innovative technology enables the detection and 
counting of microorganisms in a matter of minutes, rather than the 
conventional cell culture that takes from several hours to a few days. 

Israel is a world leader in desalination and water recycling. It 


exports water and water technology to water-deficient countries. 
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oral insulin pills ingestible cameras cherry tomatoes 


Hazera Genetics bioengineered the cherry tomato. It ripens 
slowly.

Leviathan Energy built Wind Tulip, a silent, vibration-free 
wind turbine, designed to produce clean energy from any direction. 

PillCam is an ingestible camera in a capsule; a diagnostic tool 
patients swallow, and it captures pictures of their small intestine. 

The few examples listed here, and the many unlisted, show 


how Israel has blessed, and how it continues to bless the world.

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Dragon Slayers 


The word "dinosaur" didn't exist till 1842. Richard Owen created 
it from two Latin words (deinos, saur) to describe the remains of 
large reptilian creatures. Dinosaur means “terrifying lizard.” Before 


1842, dinosaurs were called dragons.’ 


Dragons in History 
Growing up, I thought of dragons as fictional. I later discovered 
that dragons were considered real creatures until recent times.’ 
Calling them mythical creatures would have surprised the ancients. 

Historical reports tell of human and dragon encounters world 
over. The Venetian Marco Polo (1250-1324) lived for 17 years in 
China. He narrates the hunting of “huge serpents” by the Chinese. 
His descriptions fit what we know as dinosaurs. 

In After the Flood, Bill Cooper lists 81 locations in the British 
Isles, in which dinosaur activity was reported.’ He notes that “some 
of these sightings can be dated to the comparatively recent past.” 

In a chronicle of 1405, a giant reptile was reported in Suffolk.’ 


Close to the town of Bures, near Sudbury, there has lately appeared, 
to the great hurt of the countryside, a dragon, vast in body, with a 
crested head, teeth like a saw, and a tail extending to a great length. 
Having slaughtered the shepherd of a flock, it devoured many sheep. 
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The skull of a T. Rex dinosaur 
The Scots used the migratory behavior of flying dragons, to predict 
weather conditions! Below is a governmental report of 1793.' 


In the end of November and beginning of December last.....country 
people observed dragons appearing in the north and flying rapidly 
towards the east; from which they concluded, and their conjectures 
were right, that boisterous weather would follow. 


Flying reptiles were common in Wales in the 19th century. The 
following excerpts are from a book Mary Trevelyan wrote in 1909. 


The woods around Penllyne Castle, Glamorgan had the reputation of 
being frequented by winged serpents and these were the terror of old 
and young alike. An aged inhabitant of Penllyne, who died a few years 
ago, said that in his boyhood, the winged serpents were described as 
very beautiful. They were coiled when in repose, and looked as though 
they were covered with jewels of all sorts ..... When disturbed, they 
glided swiftly, “sparkling all over" to their hiding places. When angry, 
they "flew over people's heads, with outspread wings bright, and 
sometimes with eyes too, like the feathers in a peacock's tail." He said 
it was "no old story" invented to "frighten children," but a real fact. His 
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father and uncles had killed some of them for they were "as bad as foxes 
for poultry.” This old man attributed the extinction of winged serpents 
to the fact that they were "terrors in the farmyards."

An old woman whose parents in her childhood took her to visit 
Penmark Place, Glamorgan, said she often heard the people talking 
about the ravages of the winged serpents.... Her grandfather told her 
of an encounter with a winged serpent in the woods of Porthkerry 
Place, not far from Penmark. He and his brother made up their mind to 
catch one, and watched for a whole day for the serpent to rise. Then 
they shot at it, and the creature fell wounded, only to rise and attack 
my uncle, "beating him about her head with its wings." She said a fierce 
fight ensued between the men and the serpent, which was at last killed. 
She had seen the skin and the feathers of the winged serpent, but after 
the grandfather's death, they were thrown away. 


Even in the 20th and 21st centuries, there have been reported 
sightings of dragon-like creatures, in various places, in the world.' 
As Cooper says, "loo many incidents like these are reported down 
through the centuries, and from all sorts of locations, for us to say 


that these are all fairytales." 


Dragons in Art and in the Bible 


Dragons show up in oral stories, in the literature, in the art of tribes 
and nations, in cultures far distant from each other. Dragon art is 
found on ancient textiles, pottery, sculpture, cave walls, paintings, 


carvings, etc. Some of this art features fire-breathing dragons.” 
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The word “dragon” doesn't appear in newer Bible translations 
because many translators were also seduced to look at dragons, not 
as real creatures, but as myth. The older, often better versions have 
dragons, sea monsters, flying serpents, and fiery flying serpents. 

Job knew the monstrous reptilian creatures; behemoth and 
fire-breathing leviathan (Job 7:12; 40:15-24,41; 41:19). The Bible 
says that "God created great sea monsters" on day five (Gen 1:21). 


Other dragons were created on day six (Gen 1:24-31).

What Happened to the Dinosaurs? 
They died (Rom 5:12; Gen 3:14). It's possible a few still live, but 


most are certainly extinct. Some "experts" assume a large rock hit 
earth 65 million years ago, and killed them.'Nay. These "experts" 
were not around. And the methods people have created to date past 


events (e.g. radiometric dating) are not as credible as many think.’ 
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First, many dragons were wiped out in the Flood. Post-Flood 
dinosaurs were destroyed by disease, and by mutations (Rom 8:22). 
Another fact is conflict and contact with people. Many dragon 
tales end with a brave man killing the dragon. Dragons were often 
depicted as evil. The desire to be heroes also probably motivated 
some men to kill these creatures. Fourth, food and medicine. Marco 
Polo saw the people in China hunting dragons for the same. 
Finally, God himself. The scripture says, "Animals that kill 
people must die"(Gen 9:5). During Job's time, men could not kill 
behemoth or leviathan. Only God could Job 41:1-10;25-29). 


They Cling to Religion 


Why do skeptics say dinosaurs were real, but dragons are mythical? 
It's because dragons appear in the stories, and in the historical 
accounts of human beings. If they acknowledged that dinosaurs are 
dragons, it would hurt their religion. How? They say that dinosaurs 
went extinct before men ever lived, millions of years ago. If they 
accepted the truth — that dinosaurs are dragons — that would shatter 
their worldview, as dinosaurs would have lived alongside man. 
The narrative of dragons living beside people also affirms the 


Bible, to which they are averse. To cling to their religion, skeptics 
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must "suppress the truth" (Rom 1:18). They must pretend that all 

dragon accounts, legends, art, and the like, have no basis in fact. 
Nevertheless, the word of God, with profound observations, 


foresaw these false narratives in Romans 1:19-22. 


The basic reality of God is plain enough. Open your eyes and there it 
is! By taking a long and thoughtful look at what God has created, people 
have always been able to see what their eyes as such can't see: eternal 
power, for instance, and the mystery of his divine being. So nobody has 
a good excuse. What happened was this: People knew God perfectly 
well, but when they didn't treat him like God, refusing to worship him, 
they trivialized themselves into silliness and confusion so that there was 
neither sense nor direction left in their lives. They pretended to know 
it all, but were illiterate regarding life. The Message Bible

Two hundred years ago, most people in the West did not have 
second thoughts on the origin of the world. They trusted Moses's 
account. By that understanding, God created the world in six 24- 
hr days, a few thousand years back.’ 

But beginning in the 1700s, there arose “wise men” which 
knew not Moses. They constructed the Story of Origin in their own 
image. They dismissed biblical creation and the global flood. In 
turn, they invented long ages for the earth. 

One of them, James Hutton, said that there was no sign "of a 
beginning." He also said, "The past history of our globe must be 
explained by what can be seen to be happening now ... No powers 
are to be employed that are not natural to the globe."’ He dismissed 
historical realities since they were unrepeatable and supernaturally 
caused (Gen 1:1;9:11). To him, "supernatural=unreal." 

The father of modern geology, Charles Lyell, took geology 
towards Hutton’s ideas. Lyell admitted that his book, Principles of 
Geology, had anti-Mosaical conclusions.’ In 1830, he wrote to a 
friend, Scrope, plotting on how they should "free the science from 


Moses."* Scrope was reviewing Lyell's book for Quarterly Review. 
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| am sure you may get into QR what will free the science from 
Moses ... Probably there was a beginning; it is a metaphysical 
question, worthy of a theologian. Probably there will be an end. 
Species, as you say, have begun and ended, but the analogy is faint 
and distant. Perhaps it is an analogy, but all | say is, there are, as 
Hutton said, ‘no signs of a beginning, no prospects of an end’...... 


Lyell didn't believe the Bible on the beginning, nor on the end. In 
time, other similarly-minded chaps fantasized that man is not from 


God, but is the result, perhaps of a Big Bang and a primordial soup!"

The Church Snared 
To see allegory where there is no allegory, or poetry where there is 


no poetry, is wrong interpretation of Scripture. Many preachers, 
beginning in the 1800s, have done precisely that to the first parts 
of Genesis.’ They came up with tortured ideas i.e. the days of Genesis 
1 were not ordinary 24-hour days! God may have created by evolution! 
They spurned the authority of the Bible for "respect" from their 
unbelieving peers, for the fear of man brings a snare” (Prov 29:25). 
The plain sense of the creation account became too simple for 
clever preachers and theologians. ‘They put the ideas of fallen man 
above the words of God. But denying the beginning is a slippery 
slope to not believing the rest.

The pioneers of modern science, 
people like Isaac Newton, Francis Bacon, Louis Pasteur, Joseph 
Lister, Johann Kepler, Robert Boyle, James Joule, Charles Babbage, 
Michael Faraday, Gregory Mendel, Blaise Pascal were Christians.’ 
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Today, “Christian” schools teach a fairy tale, and they call it 
science!

Ancient Chronologists 


Biblical counting puts the world at about 6000 years. Pagan writers 
align with that timeframe, unintentionally rebutting the scoffers. 

The Anglo-Saxons counted 5200 years from the beginning of 
the world to 6 AD. For the Irish, the date of creation is ~4000 BC.' 
Greece has a creation date of 6138 BC; Egypt, 6081; Babylon, 
6158; China, 6157; and India, 5344,6174, and 6204 BC. Many of 
these pagan texts were written before the Bible. 

The existence of old chronologies similar to the Bible makes 
sense. When Noah's offspring left the Middle East after Babel, they 


left with stories of the beginning as told by the eight flood survivors. 
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Idols, Cults, and Religions 
The reformer, John Calvin, said the human heart is a perpetual 
forge of idols.' This in line with what the Tower of Babel is thought 
to have been. It has traditionally been known as a ziggurat. These 
were religious structures originating in ancient Mesopotamia. They 
were raised in every city in honor of that community’s patron deity. 
They usually had a rectangular base and were built in a series of 
steps up to a flat platform upon which a temple was raised. 

The ziggurat was an artificial mountain raised for the worship 
of gods. Ancient people believed that gods dwelt atop mountains 
and high places.* Now “ziggurat” comes from the Sumerian word 
zagara which means “to rise high.” As the Bible says, the rebels 
united to build “a tower that reaches to the skies” (Gen 11:4). 

The purpose of the ziggurat was to elevate the priest, the 
servant of the god, to a point between the earth and the heavens. 
There he could clearly commune with his god, who was thought to 
come down, and live (at times) in his statue inside the temple at the 
top of the ziggurat. The higher the ziggurat, the easier its god was 


attracted to come down for communion. 
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A Mayan pyramid in Mexico 


When the initial language was confused, Noah's offspring scattered 
from Babel, and built the “ziggurats” seen around the world. 

Ham's children came to Egypt, and built the pyramids. The 
pharaohs saw themselves as sons of gods. Presumably the pyramid 
attracted the dead pharaoh’s god, to come, and accompany his son, 
to the afterlife. As well, he was buried with the items, the treasures, 
and the slaves he'd need in the afterlife, and on the way there! ' 

As for the pyramids in China, most were burial places for 
China's early royals. In Latin and South America, ziggurat-like 
temples were also built, and some were altars for human sacrifice!’ 

These ancient man-made “mountains” testify to how false 
religion spread from Babel into the world, as men “exchanged the 
truth of God for a lie” (Rom 1:25). Since they were bent on idols, 
God “permitted the nations to go their own ways” (Acts 14:16). 
This explains the many cults and fake religions. However, all these 
are merely branches springing from the same tree, the father of lies. 
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Jihad - The Everlasting Hatred 
On 7 October 2023, Hamas terrorists crossed into southern Israel 
from Gaza and went on rampage.’ They killed, raped, burnt people, 
burnt houses, beheaded babies, mutilated the dead, even defacing 
some. [hey even raped the dead!

It’s historical, prophetic, and spiritual - an enmity that goes back to 


Genesis, to Ishmael, and to Esau, the chief ancestors of the Arabs.

Isaac vs. Ishmael 


The Israeli-Arab conflict is a present manifestation of a perpetual 
hatred (Ezek 35:5; Amos 1:11). Abraham’s son, Isaac, is a father of 
the Jews. Arabs spring from Abraham, via Ishmael. Most Arabs are 
Muslims. Islam urges hostility towards non-Muslims. Muslims are 
forbidden from befriending Jews and Christians (Koran 5:51). 

The clash between Isaac and Ishmael began before they were 
born, with their mothers. Sarah, Abraham’s wife, was barren. So 
she gave her servant to her husband, to be his concubine, so that he 
could have an heir. When Hagar conceived Ishmael, she despised 


her mistress. Sarah mistreated her. She ran away, but God met her. 
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He spoke about her son’s descendants (Gen 16:12). And how the 


prophecy so matches the nature of Arabs and the Islamic religion! 


This son of yours will be a wild man, as untamed as a wild donkey! He will raise 
his fist against everyone, and everyone will be against him. Yes, he will live in 
open hostility against all his relatives. New Living Testament 


He will be a wild mule of a man; he will fight everyone, and they will fight him. 
he will live at odds with all his relatives. Common English Bible 


Later Sarah bore Isaac. One day, she saw Ishmael mocking Isaac. 
So she got Hagar and Ishmael kicked out of the home. Isaac had 
two sons, Esau and Jacob. Now God preferred Jacob over Esau. 
The descendants of Ishmael and Esau intermarried. In fact, the 
word “arab” means “mixed.” Esau is also an ancestor of the Arabs. 

Since then, there hasn't been much peace between Jacob and 
Ishmael-Esau. In the 1948 establishment of Israel, the new state 
was attacked by several Arab countries vowing to “push the Jews 
into the sea.”’ Other wars between these two sides include; the 1956 


Suez War, the 1967 Six-Day War, and the 1973 Yom-Kippur War. 


A Startling Fulfillment of Prophecy 


Psalm 83 is a terrific Bible passage, especially in light of the current 
Israel-Gaza war, and the wider Israel-Arab tension of the last 100 
or so years. It is a prophetic prayer that unveils the demonic hatred 


in Israel's surrounding enemies. Starting in verse one, Asaph prays.

Psalms 83:1-4 World English Bible 
Today’s headlines are straight out of Psalm 83. Hassan al-Banna 
founded the Muslim Brotherhood, the terrorist group that begat 
Hamas. He said, “Israel will exist and will continue to exist until 
Islam will obliterate it, just as it obliterated others before it.” ' 


Hamas official, Ghazi Hamad, on 24 Oct 2023 said: “Israel is

Indeed, some 
of them have taken occasion to kill and terrorize Jewish Israelis.? 

“Philistia with the inhabitants of Tyre.” Philistia is Gaza. ‘Tyre 
is more of Lebanon. “Assyria also is joined with them.” Assyria is 


syria, Turkey, Iraq, and western Iran. 


God lets us know that people who live in these countries will 
hate Israel and the Jewish people, because they hate Yahweh, the 
God of Israel. “Your enemies are stirred up. Those who hate you 
have lifted up their heads. They conspire with cunning against your 
people. They plot against your cherished ones” (Ps 83:2-3). 

“Come, let’s destroy them as a nation, that the name of Israel 


may be remembered no more” (Ps 83:4). They design on genocide! 
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Uganda Air force planes destroyed in the 1976 Israeli raid on Entebbe. 
President Amin had given refuge to Arab and German terrorists after 
they hijacked a French aero plane filled largely with Israeli passengers. 


Hamas leader, Ismail Haniyeh, in 2020, said, “We will not 
recognize Israel, Palestine must stretch from the [Jordan] River to 
the [Mediterranean] Sea.”’ He speaks like his Midianite ancestors, 
who said, “Let’s take possession of God’s pasture lands” (Ps 83:12).

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EPILOGUE

What God said about Ishmael, his descendants; and their 


correlation with Israel and the Jewish people is playing out before 
our eyes. But it is not the only one. Hundreds of Bible prophecies 
are wholly or partially fulfilled. Because of this, and because of the 
other reasons weve looked at, we can trust the Bible in all matters, 
even in what we have not yet seen come to pass. This is why the 
future is not a mystery. 

In this vein, perhaps the biggest thing God has spoken, one 
that is yet to see completion, is that Jesus Christ will be King of the 
Jews (Gen 49:10; Jn 19:19; Matt 19:28) — and of non-Jews as well, 
in a government, in a kingdom on this very earth (Zech 14:9). As

This timeline presents key milestones in the world’s story from 
God’s viewpoint. The BC/AD dates of these certain events are 
however proximate. 

For example, the Bible says Jesus was born in the days of 
Herod the king, when Augustus Caesar was emperor in Rome. 
That's absolutely true. But now the historian has the task of 
rendering that event in terms of the BC/AD dating system, 
which was adopted 500 years after the Bible was completed. 

The BC/AD dating system was developed by a Christian 


monk, to make a distinct link between biblical history and extra 
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biblical history. But synchronizing different dating systems has 
its challenges. So you have Christian chronologists dissenting 
on the year Christ was born, even though they are agreed on 
the fact that he was indeed born at a certain historical moment, 
during the reigns of the above-mentioned monarchs. 

Secondly, and just as important, is that the above timeline 
is based on this assertion; that the Bible is the only perfect 
account of the earliest times of history—being the account of the 
uncreated eyewitness who has always existed (Ps 102:24-27). 
As Proverbs 30:5 says, “Che word of Yahweh is right.” And 
Proverbs 33:4 says, “Every word of God is pure.” 

Bible believing chronologists may have slightly differing 
dates for the same events. One may have a creation date of 4000 
BC; and another, 3800 BC. Because they work from a similar 
worldview, the variances end up being reasonable. 

In this vein, postulated ages of the earth and the universe, 
that exceed several thousand [to hundreds of thousands, to 
millions of years] are totally unacceptable—for they disregard 
the Word of God. 


Dating becomes reasonable when the Bible is considered. 
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. Creation. The beginning of time, man, and all created 


things, approximately 6000 years ago. 


. Corruption. The Fall of Man happened not long after 


creation, before Adam and Eve had any children (Rom 5:12). 


. Catastrophe. This is the world-shattering flood of Noah. 


. Confusion. The splitting of language into diverse tongues 


happened at a certain time in the life of Peleg (Gen 10:25). 
He lived from 2247-2008 BC. Some Hebraic traditions put 


this event at the end of Peleg’s life. 


. Covenant. God chose Abraham and cut a special covenant 


with him. He was to father an elect nation, which itself was 
to bring on the Messiah, Savior of the world (Gen 12:1-3). 
This nation was also to be entrusted with the oracles, that is, 


the words of God (Rom 3:2). 


. Christ. God came as a man in the person of Jesus Christ, to 


fulfil God's Promise to Abraham. 


. Cross. Jesus, in or about 32 AD, died on a Roman cross, was 


buried, and rose again. This is the chief sign that God saves. 


. Completion. Human government has an expiry date. Jesus 


Christ will physically return to the earth to restore all things. 
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The Book of Genesis tells when and how the entire World 
began. Some chaps didn’t like what believing that demanded. So 
they started telling tales, such as: the earth was formed from 
nothing, by nothing, millions of years ago. Nothing took nothing, 
and made something out of it! The Psalmist wonders, Why do 
the heathen rage, and the people imagine a vain thing? 


Well, because the eternal war, the battle of the ages rages on, 
Genesis 3:15. It's between the woman and her seed on the one 
hand, and the serpent and his seed on the other.

The serpent 
is Satan (the father of lies) and his realm. Satan's seed is lies. It's 
also demons, fallen angels, and his human followers. 


You've probably been taught the popular lie that man is an 
animal. Hullo cousin lion! Perhaps the next time you visit the 
Zoo, you could show some love to dear cousin and give hugs. 
I'm certain you won't regret it! 


In BAD BOYS AT BABEL: The Genius of the Bible, we see that the 
world confirms the Holy Scriptures.
